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FOEEWOED 

The  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is  the  Iowa  unit  of  a 
nation-wide  organization  which  is  entrusted  with  the  responsihility  of 
operating  a  standard  statistical  service  for  agriculture.     The  Division 
of  Agricultural  Statistics  is  a  division  of  the  Iowa  State  Department  of 
Agriculture  working  in  cooperation  with  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service 
of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture.     The  year  1939  marked  the 
one-hundredth  anniversary  of  the  collection  of  statistics  of  agriculture 
in  the  United  States. 

The  general  program  of  the  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service 
is  to  meet  the  puhlic  needs  and  demands  for  summary  data  of  an  historical 
nature  and  for  current  statistical  information  of  agricultural  production 
in  Iowa  and  the  United  States, 

In  recent  years,   there  has  "been  an  incre;  sing  demand  from  agricultural 
organizations,  commercial  interests,   teachers,    legislators,  and  county, 
state  and  governmental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  showing  the  trends 
of  change  in  counties.     Little  has  been  done  in  the  past  to  make  available 
data  for  each  county  over  an  extended  period  of  time.     So  urgent  is  the 
need  for  county  data  that  some  organizations  have  assembled  such  informa- 
tion at  considerable  cost.     It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  this 
series  is  being  issued. 

The  county  data  hereiji  offered  have  been  assembled  from  existing  State 
and  Federal  documents  and  reports,  under  the  suToervision  of  Norman  V.  Strand, 
State-wide  Work  projects  Administration  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  Eco- 
nonics  and  Statistics  projects.     This  is  a  renort  of  work  completed  on 
Official  Froject  65-1-72-155  of  the  Work  Projects  Administration.  Official 
Project  665-72-3-36  furnished  the  material  for  Tables  27  and  29, 

The  Iowa  Agricultural  Extension  Service  participated  in  the  preparar- 
tion  of  the  materials  in  tiii  s  report.     Selected  data  from  the  files  of  the 
Iowa  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  have  been  released  for  publication  in 
tnis  series.     Special  credit  is  given  to  the  Iowa  assessors  and  tax  officials 
who  collect  data  on  crops  and  livestock  as  req.uired  under  the  Iowa  laws. 
Without  these  data  by  townships  and  counties  detailed  agricultural  statistics 
Would  be  less  accurate  and  less  complete,

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IOWA  Ai^RICULTUHAl  STATISTICS  -  ALLA^  Ai'I^IE  COIT^'TY 

Allamakee  County  is  located  in  the  extreme  northeastern  part  of  the  State, 
and  in  point  of  age,  geologically,  it  is  the  oldest  co'onty  in  lo^i^a.     It  is  knov^n 
as  the  "driftless  area"  "because  no  part  of  the  later  great  ice  sheets  ever  passed 
over  it.  ij 

Originally,  Allamakee  County  was  incorporated  in  the  two  counties  of  Pg^yette 
and  Clayton.     It  was  estal)lished  as  a  separate  county  in  1847. 

There  is  some  question  as  to  the  origin  of  the  name  Allamakee,  "but  the  gen- 
eral opinion  seems  to  "be  that  it  was  named  in  honor  of  Allen  Magee,  or  Liakee,  a 
trader  who  operated  through  this  section  in  early  days.  2/ 

The  organization  of  the  co'onty  was  completed  in  1848,  A  county-seat  was 
set  Up  at  Colum"bus,  a  few  miles  south  of  the  present  site  of  Lansing.  Later, 
the  county-seat  was  moved  to  Lansing  and  finally  to  Waukon.  3/ 

Thers  ^~e re ■  sporadic  settlements  "by  hunters,  trappers,  and  soldiers  in  vari- 
ous T;arts  of  the  county,  possi"bly  as  far  back  as  1818.     The  most  authenticated 
settlement  seems  to  have  been  made  a  few  miles  northeast  of  the  present  village 
of  Ion,   in  Tairview  township,  aro'und  1835.     Patrick  Keenan  and  Richard  Cassidy 
settled  in  L:akee  township  and  William  Gamsin  and  John  Haney  settled  at  Lansing 
in  1838.     Joel  Post  keiot  a  pu"blic  hoase  on  the  military  road  to  Jort  Atkinson 
in  1841.     This  site  is  now  postville.  4/ 

The  first  railroad,  known  as  the  I>icG-regor  Western  Railway,  passed  through 
the  southwestern   part  of  the  county  in  1866,     _5/    This  road  had  little  effect  on 
the  population  of  the  county  "but  in  1872  the  Chicago,  Duhuque  and  Minnesota  rail- 
road was  constructed  and  this  materially  aided  in  the  county's  development,  _§_/ 

This  county  is  rich  in  history  and  tradition.     It  was  in  the  limits  of  the 
"iJeutral  G-round"  of  Indian  days,  and  a  Mission  School  was  esta"blished  where  the 
Indians  were  supposed  to  "be  taught  the  ways  of  civilization.     This  failed  largely 
because  the"braves"  were  not  interested  in  agriculture,     Lieut.  Jefferson  Davis, 
the  future  President  of  the  Confederacy  was  a  frequent  visitor  in  this  section. 
He  was  stationed  at  Jort  Crawford  on  the  Illinois  side  of  the  Mississippi.  Col. 
Zachary  Taylor,   Commander  at  the  Fort,  and  a  future  President  of  the  United 
States,  had  much  tc  do  with  the  Indians  in  this  region  at  an  early  date. 

Allamakee  Coujity  enjoys  the  doubtful  distinction  of  being  one  of  Iowa's 
rattlesnake  infested  counties.     They  were  so  troublesome  that  in  1936  a  50  c^nt 
bounty  was  paid  for  each  rattle  and  3  inches  of  attached  tail.  _8/

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Area 

Allamakee  County  has  an  area  of  639  square  miles  _9/,  or  408,960  acres.  Of 
this  number,  374,392  acres  are  listed  as  farm  lands,    _10/     There  are  18  townships 
in  the  county  and  it  ranks  sixteenth  in  point  of  size  in  the  State. 

Climate 

The  average  temperature  for  30  years  (1900-1930)  was  45.0  degrees.     The  ave- 
erage  precipitation  for  39  years  (1891-1930)  was  33.61  inches,  and  the  growing 
season  averaged  150  days  between  the  killing  frost  dates  of  May  5  and  October  2 
recorded  from  1892  to  1930,  ll/ 

population 

The  population  of  Allamakee  County  showed  but  slight  increase  until  1855* 
From  that  time  on,  it  grew  with  surprising  rapidity  and  in  1880  a  total  of  19,791 
inhabitants  were  recorded.     Since  then,  there  has  been  a  slight  decrease  in  the 
population,  16,328  persons  being  listed  in  1930.     It  has  a  density  of  26  persons 
per  square  mile,  as  compared  with  the  State  density  of  44.     The  following  table 
shows  the  number  of  inhabitants  recorded  at  lO-year  intervals:

In  1930,   the  foreign  born  and  native  white  inhabitants  of  foreign  born  or 
mixed  parentage  totaled  6,501.     The  Germans  led  with  2,926,  the  Norwegians  had 
1,513,  and  the  Irish  had  1,068,    Other  nationalities  were  represented  by  very 
small  numbers,  12/ 

Cooperatives 

In  1937,   there  were  13  coo'erative  institutions  in  operation  in  this  county 
-'*7  creameries,  4  livestock  enterprises,  1  merchandise  establishment,  and  1 
cheese  factory. 

As  a  whole,   they  had  2,188  members,  of  wnich  1,437  were  active,  and  4,325 
persons  did  business  with  the  13  concerns.     The  selling  cooperatives  had  a

The  largest  apple  record,  both  as  to  the  number  of  trees  and  production,  was 
in  1884o     In  that  year,  39,075  trees  and  37,631  bushels  were  reportede     In  1934,  . 
15,978  trees  and  13-652  bushels  were  reported.     Peaches  and  cherries  have  never 
been  of  any  consequence.     The  record  year  for  plums  was  1934,  when  3,177  trees 
yielded  1,902  bushels.     The  largest  grape  production  was  14,713  pounds  in  1894^ 
but  the  greatest  number  of  vinesy  3,041.,  was  recoi'  ded  in  1934.  14/ 

jSTote  Regarding  Yields  of  Corn 

The  crop  assessors'    statistical  breakdown  for  corn  acreage  is  as  follows; 
( 1)  all  corn,   (2)  corn  husked  for  grain,   (3)   corn  cut  for  silage,   (4)   corn  cut 
for  fodder  and  (5)   corn  hogged  off.     A  total  production  is  given  for  each  farm 
which  includes  only  that  actually  hasked.     In  getting  county  totals  of  produc-^: 
tion,   the  acreage  other  than  that  husked  is  multiplied  by  the  vield  (derived  by 
dividing  total  bushels  corn  husked  by  total  acres  husked)  and  added  to  summations 
of  individual  farm  productions  shown  as  husked.  This  assumes  that  acreage  not 
husked  would  have  -produced  the  same  yield  as  that  actually  husked. 

In  1934  and  1936,  both  poor  crop  years,   separate  e stimtions  of  corn  yield 
on  acreage  not  husked  were  made  by  the  state  assessors'  office  because  it  was 
felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  would  select  their  best  acreages  for  husking  and 
cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  which  would  have  a  different  and  lower  ^'ield.  This 
separate  yield  estimation  was  then  multiplied  by  the  acreage  not  husked  and  the 
total  added  to  that  reported  as  husked. 

This  was  done  by  counties  only  and  not  by  townships.     The  township  yields 
for  these  two  years,   then,  are  somewhat  high  since  they  are  based  only  on  acreage 
husked  for  grain  and  bushels  husked.     The  total  corn  acreage  is  shown  by  township 
with  this  yield,  and  any  attempt  to  multiply  it  by  the  acreage  sho^^n  to  get  total 
production  will  result  in  a  too  high  figure.     The  county  summary  table  figures 
for  corn  yield  in  1934  and  1936  have  been  adjusted  for  poorer  yields  on  that 
acreage  not  husked  and  these  yields  may  legitimately  be  multiplied  by  the  acreages 
shown  there  to  arrive  at  total  productions  for  the  county,. 

In  all  other    years  actual  township  productions  may  be  derived  from  the 
yield  and  acreage  figures  shown  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has  been  assiimed 
to  be  equal  in  all  utili zations^     The  county  yield  and  township  yields  are, 
therefore,  consistent  in  all  years  except  1934  and  1936 „

The  census  enumerations  nade  in  1920,  1925  and  1935  were  for  January  1.  For 
comparability  the  enumerations  made  for  the  base  dates  of  April  1  and  June  1  were 
adjusted  to  an  equivalent  January  1  base.     This  adjustment  procedure  places  the 
livestock  data  of  the  above  table  on  the  one  inventory  date  of  January  1, 

The  figures  for  1936,  1937,  1938  and  1939  for  ali  cattle  and  milk  cows  are 
estimates  of  the  Division  of  Agricultural  Statistics  of  the  Iowa  Department  of  Ag- 
riculture and  those  for  horses,  mules,  hogs  and  sheep  are  adjusted  state  farm  as- 
sessors' figures. 

The  adjusted  county/  figures  for  horses,  mules,  hogs  and  sheep  for  the  last 
four  Years  in  the  table  are  more  nearly  accurate  than  those  in  Table  23  and  com- 
parison with  these  figures  will  provide  an  estimate  of  the  bias  displayed    Idj  the 
unadjusted  state  farm  assessors'  figures.
